OF PACKING HOUSE CONDITIONS 


Washington, June 4.—The Neill- 
|Reynolds report goes into packing house 
conditions in. detail, and some of the 
allegations in regard to uncleanliness 
/are sensational. 
The report says as to the condition of 
‘the yards: 
| Dead Hogs on Platforms, 
‘Before entering the buildings we noted 
‘the condition of the yards themselves 
as shown in the pavement, pens, viaducts 
The pavement is mostly 
of brick, the bricks laid with deep 
| grooves between them, which Inevitably 
fill with manure and refuse. Such pave- 
iment cannot be properly cleaned and is 
‘slimy and malodorous when wet, yield- 
ing Clouds of {ill-smelling dust when dry. 
The pens are generally uncovered ex- 
cept those for sheep; these latter are 
paved and covered. The viaducts and 
platforms are.of wood. Calves, sheep and 
hogs that have died en route are thrown 
out upon the platforms where cars are 
‘unloaded. On a single platform on one 
occasion we counted |5 dead hogs, on 
the next 10 dead hogs.

Indescribable Filth. 

“Meat scraps were also found 
shoveled into receptacles from dirty noors 
where they were left to lie unti] again 
shoveled into barrels or tnto machines for 
chopping. ‘These flooms, it must be note, 
were in. most caseg damp and soggy, in 
Cark, ill-ventilated rooms, and the em- 
rioyees In utter Ignorance of cleanliness 
or danger tO health expectorated at will 
wpon- them In a word, we saw meat 
shoveleq from filthy wooden floors, piled 
on tables rarely washed, pushed from 
room to cayne in rotten box carts, in all of 
which processes it was in the way ot 
gathering dirt, splinters, floor filth. and 
the expectoration of tuberculous and 
other diseased workers. Where comment 
was made to floor superintendents about 
these matters, it was always the reply 
‘hat this meat would afterwards be cook- 
ed, and that this sterilization would pre- 
vent any danger from its use.

Decencies of Life Ignored. 

“The lack of consideration for’ the 
health and comfort of the laborers tn the 
Chicago stock yards seems to be a di- 
rect consequence of the system of ajJ- 
ministration that prevails. The various 
Gepartments are under the direct con- 
trol of superintendents who claim to use 
full authority tn dealing with the em- 
plovees and who seem to ignore all con- 
siderations except those of the account 
book. Under this system proper care 
of the products and of the health and 
comfort of the employees is !mpossible. 
and the consumer suffers in consequence. 
The insanitary conditions in which tha 
laborers work and the feverish pave 
which they are forced to maintain in- 
evitably affect thelr health. Physicians 
state that tuberculosis {s disproportion- 
ately prevalent in the stock yards, and 
the victims of thig disease expectorate 
On the spongy wooden floors of the Jack 
workrooms, from which falling scraps 
of meat are later shoveled up to be con- 
verted into food products. 

“Even the ordinary decencies of life are 
completely tgnored. In practically I} 
cases the doors of the toflet rooms open 
directly into the working rooms.
